Acute Housing Shortage Affecting 

Pass Coal Output; Ask Ottawa’s Aid 

In Making More Homes Available 
• • • 

Important Meeting Held Here Last Friday; Repre¬ 
sentatives Present From Bellevue to Fernie. 


New Armored Brigade Workshop to 
Ultimately Absorb $250,000 in 
Equipment And Armories 

R.C.E.M.E. Officers Addressed Public Meeting 
Here On Monday; Interest Increasing Throughout 
Pass Regarding Huge Workshop To Be Located In 
This Area. 


The acute housing shortage in 
the Crows’ Nest Pass area from 
Burmis to Fernie, and its relation 
to the critical coal supply situation, 
was the subject of a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion at an important meeting 
held in Coleman last Friday eve¬ 
ning. The meeting was held under 
the auspices of the citizens’ reha¬ 
bilitation committees in the district 
and in attendance were representa¬ 
tives of the various coal companies, 
town councils, boards of trade, un¬ 
ions, Canadian Legion clubs, etc. 
The object of the meeting was to 
devise some means whereby return¬ 
ing veterans might receive immed¬ 
iate assistance in the matter of se¬ 
curing homes through the Veterans 
Land Act. Present at the meeting 
was Mr. C. Miller, superintendent 
of the Veterans’ Land Act, Leth¬ 
bridge. 

A survey of the situation showed 
the housing accommodation at the 
saturation point, with hundreds of 
returning veterans, both married 
and single, unable to obtain living 
accommodation. This situation is 
resulting in a serious labor short¬ 
age, which in turn is reflected in 
the inability of coal companies to 
meet the demand for coal. It was 
brought out that 500 homes would 
be needed to alleviate the situation. 
Many of the veterans who had gon e 
away as young men were now re¬ 
turning desirous of setting up their 
own homes. A considerable num¬ 
ber of experienced labor is also 
available from the cities, but un¬ 
able to take advantage of jobs in 
this area due to housing shortage. 
The representatives were unani¬ 
mous in their desire to attract vet¬ 
erans to this area whom they des¬ 
cribed as being of the proper age 
and of physical fitness. Wages were 
described as being higher than the 
average and conditions of employ¬ 
ment stable. 

Chairman S. C. Short asked for 
a review of the situation in the 
various towns. Bellevue-Hillcrest 
Rehabilitation Committee bad made 
an exhaustive survey of their towns 
and had uncovered 20 rooms avail¬ 
able as temporary accommodation 
for miners. Mr. Dave Young, gen¬ 
eral superintendent of Hillcrest- 
Mohawk Collieries outlined the ser¬ 
ious condition in his locality and 
stated that the company had se¬ 
cured some material and were start¬ 
ing to build a few housing units. 
The company was advancing credit 
to new men to purchase beds and 
bedding to take advantage of what¬ 
ever space was available. It was 
understood that both the West Ca¬ 
nadian Collieries and the Hillctest- 
Mohawk Collieries were willing to 
turn over titles to lots, free of 
v charge, provided homes were built 
thereon. 

Mr. J. J. McIntyre, general man¬ 
ager of the Coleman companies, ad¬ 
vocated direct action, going straight 
to Ottawa with the problem, and 
added that the companies he repre¬ 
sents would gladly assist in any 
way towards getting housing ac¬ 
commodation in the area. In Cole¬ 
man, bunks had been placed in one 
of the hotel basements to take care 
of about twenty men. Spokesmen 
from Fernie, Michel and Natal re¬ 
ported equally serious sitiations in 
their localities. 

It was unanfbously agreed that 


the Wartime Housing scheme would 
be unsuitable for these mining ar¬ 
eas. 85% of married men owned 
their own homes, and experience 
in mining centres shows that the 
mine worker wants to own his own 
home and would not pay the rent 
as provided under the Wartime 
Housing scheme. Neither was it 
felt that the type of homes under 
this scemhe would be suitable for 
mining towns. 

Mr. F. J. Late, manager of Na¬ 
tional Employmen Service, Blair- 
more, outlined the provisions of the 
Veterans’ Land Act, particularly 
with regard to the Small Holdings 
scheme. In order for veterans to 
obtain assistance under this scheme 
it was necessary to acquire a min¬ 
imum of one-half acre of land. This 
brought forth considerable discus¬ 
sion, and it was fully agreed that 
owing to the topography and limi¬ 
tation of arable land in this area, 
veterans were denied the privilege 
of obtaining assistance under this 
scheme as it now is constituted. 
Having in mind the whole situation 
with regard to coal supply, it was 
agreed that representations be 
made to the Government to have 
this district declared a special area 
with respect to the Small Holdings 
scheme whereby a veteran could 
build a home under this scheme 
without the necessity of acquiring 
half an acre of land. 

Mr. Miller gave his views after 
listening quietly to the discussions. 
He was skeptical of the Veterans’ 
Land Act being the vehicle under 
which assistance could be obtained. 
He reviewed the situation on a 
broad plane and showed how, if 
any changes were made, it would 
affect the plan on a Dominion scale. 
His only solution to the entire 
problem was to put the case before 
the proper authorities at Ottawa, 
explaining how the situation was 
so radically different from areas in 
other parts of the Dominion and 
petition Ottawa to devise a Veter¬ 
ans’ Housing scheme to take care 
of the particular circumstances pre¬ 
vailing in this district. He remark¬ 
ed that other areas were also ex¬ 
erting 3ome pressure to get addi¬ 
tional housing to take care of labor 
problems. Mr. Miller revealed that 
Alberta’s quota under the Veterans 
Land Act for 1946 was only 200 
homes. 

It was revealed that 1,400 men 
had enlisted from this district. 

There was more than usual per¬ 
manence in the coal mining indus¬ 
try in this area, and the Govern¬ 
ment could have every confidence 
that the risks involved in setting 
up a Housing Scheme in this area 
would be more than reasonably as¬ 
sured of success. Canada produced 
seventeen and one-half million tons 
of coal yearly while consuming 
forty-eight million tons—thus the 
industry was assured of ever-in¬ 
creasing markets for their prod¬ 
ucts. 

It was agreed that a resolution 
be drafted by the chairman and a 
committee presenting the whole 
matter before the Government at 
Ottawa.

Dr. Hope Gill along with his wife 
and two children were in North 
China when it was invaded by the 
Japs. They were placed in an in¬ 
ternment camp where they remain¬ 
ed for four years. Mrs. Hope Gill 
and children are .expected to arrive 
in Coleman this Sunday from Cal¬ 
ifornia and will make their home in 
the residence vacated by Dr. 
Maynes and owned by International 
Coal and Coke Co. on Park Terrace. 


Main Objectives: Better Roads 

And More Tourists. 

Officers of the Alberta Motor As¬ 
sociation have issued a statement 
in reply to the published report of 
a speech recently delivered in the 
legislature by Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
minister of public works and high¬ 
ways. 

Mr. Fallow is reported to have 
said of the association that it had 
“degenerated into a poorly-camou¬ 
flaged political organization whose 
political purpose is to embarrass 
the government.” 

The association’s statement, 
signed by its president, James 
Cleave, follows: 

The Alberta Motor Association is 
a purely non-political body, whose 
directors give their services volun¬ 
tarily and without remuneration of 
any kind for public purposes, one of 
the main objectives being the se¬ 
curing of better roads throughout 
the province and the encourage- 
m«nt of a. largo influx of to u»i o* », 
from whose visits all will benefit. 
It has never acted from political 
motives. It desires to co-operate to 
the fullest extent with the govem- 
men of the province towards se¬ 
curing these objects for the bene¬ 
fit of our motorists, business organ¬ 
izations, tourists, fanners and in¬ 
habitants generally. 

The AMA is working also in co¬ 
operation with other non-political 
bodies, such as the UFA, the Union 
of Rural Municipalities, the Alberta 
Motor Transport Association, 
Boards of Trade, etc., to secure bet¬ 
ter roads. 

Many of our members and direc¬ 
tors are supporters of and friendly 
to the'government in power, and 
we realize that the premier of this 
province has been indefatigable in 
his efforts to promote and protect 
the interests of our people. Its 
record should not be spoiled by bad 
roads! 

The hundreds of new members 
who are joining our association 
month by month and the many 
hundreds more whose support we 
expect to obtain in the coming 
months are supporting the efforts 
of our association for the construc¬ 
tion, improvement and maintenance 
of roads throughout the province, 
for the benefit of every citizen. 

“Fantastic” Statement 

The minister is further reported 
as saying that from 1931 to 1945 
over $79 million had been spent for 
highway purposes, an expenditure 
of nearly $3% millions “greater 
than the revenue for those years.” 
This statement can only be describ¬ 
ed as fantastic. It is entirely at 
variance with audited public ac¬ 
counts published by the provincial 
government.

The annual financial statements 
of the province show that from 
gasoline and motor taxation since 
the year 1922 up to and including 
the year 1940, all capital and main¬ 
tenance expenditures on the roads, 
including 5 per cent interest on all 
borrowed money, and $100,000 per 
year (or $1,800,000 for the period) 
for expenses of administration had 
been fully and completely repaid to 
the province not by the taxpayers 
as a whole, but exclusively out of 
motor licenses and gasoline taxes. 

From 1941 to date, on an average 
approximately 2% million more 
dollars have been collected each 
year solely from motorists than 
have been expended by the govern¬ 
ment both for capital and main¬ 
tenance on the roads of this prov¬ 
ince. 

Should Be Welcomed 

If a loss of $314 million had been 
sustained by the government as 
stated by the minister, the frequent 
requests of our association, that 
"** gasoline and motor taxes should 
be devoted exclusively to road pur¬ 
pose and road expenditures limited 
by their amount, would have been 
welcomed instead of being refused 
by the minister of highways. 

It is with the utmost confidence 
that we invite all Alberta motorists 
to get behind the Alberta Motor 
Association now, and to use their 
influence in every direction to se¬ 
cure its desirable aims and objects.

Interest in the newly organized 
RCEME Workshop in the Crows’ 
Nest Pass is definately on the up¬ 
swing as was witnessed by the 
numerous questions asked by citi¬ 
zens at the public meeting held in 
the Coleman council chambers on 
Monday evening and which was 
addressed by Major G. W. O’Neil 
and Captain L. Raisbeck, of RCE¬ 
ME, and by Captain H. A- Payne, 
of the Strathcona Horse. 

Captain Payne stated that the 
purpose of organizing the RCEME 
Workshop was to aid the 6th Di¬ 
vision of the Reserve Force. There 
were many technical men working 
in the mines, those enlisting for the 
Workshop would be given ultra 
modem equipment with which to 
work and it was undoubtedly the 
best in the British Empire. The 
Workshop would provide main¬ 
tenance and repairs to the armored 
brigade. 

Major O’Neil stated that the 
Workshop would be an asset to the 
district. The youth of the district 
particularly would be given an out¬ 
let for their energy as they would 
have the opportunity of learning 
a trade or improving on a trade 
of which they at present know just 
a little. All members of the Work¬ 
shop would have the opportunity 
of gaining experience with modem 
tools. The courses, he stated, were 
many and varied. 285 persons wer£ 
required to fill all ranks. There were 
many highly technical men in the 
district who could be used in 
developing others who knew little 
in the mechanical field. The equip¬ 
ment was all mobile and during the 
good weather especially it would be 
brought to the various sub-sections 
in the district. The lorries were all 
complete and self contained. 

Captain Raisbeck stated RCEME 
meant Royal Canadian Electrical 
and Mechanical Engineers. In RCE¬ 
ME one learned trades ranging 
from watch repairs right up to 
repairing tanks. The trades were 
numerous and he listed a few such 
as blacksmiths, carpenters, welders, 
electricians, automobile mechanics, 
etc. The Workshop built up trades¬ 
men to the point where they were 
capable of making all necessary 
repairs in an armored brigade and 
keeping the brigade rolling. The 
last war showed the vitally impor¬ 
tant? role played by tradesmen. 

For some unknown reason, con¬ 
tinued Capt. Raisbeck, the miner 
proved himself, during the war, to 
be a better tradesman than those 
men from the farm and city and 
possibly that was one of the 
reasons the Pass had been so 
fortunate in having a Workshop 
established in this area. 


SUGAR RATION IS 
UNCHANGED 

There is no reduction in the ration 
of either sugar or preserves, be¬ 
cause of the merger of sugar and 
preserves coupons, C. G. MeKee, 
regional superintendent of ration¬ 
ing, emphasizes. Mr. McKee point¬ 
ed out that in certain months of 
1946, as in March, three sugar- 
preserves coupons will become val¬ 
id. This will not be additional su¬ 
gar, but will keep the 1946 ration- 


Major Smith, of Blairmore, who 
is also the Blairmore chairman, 
gave an outline of progress made 
in the Pass up to the present time. 
He, too, mentioned a number of the 
various trades to be taught, and 
expressed his determination to get 
a cadet corps established which 
included youths from 14 to 1714 
years. He maintained that by 
absorbing them into the corps it 
would thereby take them off the 
streets and give them the opportun¬ 
ity of learning something useful. 
One important point touched by 
Major Smith Was the fact that 
when a tradesman became pro¬ 
ficient at his trade he was granted 
a certificate from the Workshop 
which in turn would be recognized 
by civilian industry. It was to the 
advantage of miners to enrol at the 
Workshop as the mines were be¬ 
coming more mechanized every day. 

The question period was quite 
lengthy. 

It was revealed that if certain 
instructors were unavailable here 
they would be brought down from 
MD 13. 

The amount of money involved 
in setting up a Workshop was 
estimated in the vicinity of $250,- 
000. This huge amount included 
trucks which cost $20,000 or more 
each, there seventeen vehicles, 
and then there are the permanent 
depots to be set up, etc. 

While the Workshop requires 
285 technicians and tradesmen it 
requires only a total of 200 mem¬ 
bers before Ottawa guarantees to 
set up a civilian rifle range. A Rifle 
Association is set up and everyone 
is taught how to operate guns of 
various calibres, and should any¬ 
one become really proficient at the 
art of shooting he is allowed to 
enter competitions national in 
scope. 

Those joining the Workshop will 
receive the basic training of a 
soldier as well as a tradesman. 

A man who was qualified in a 
certain trade during the last war 
may be re-enlisted and employed 
at a tradesman pay. 

A recruiting party will be in the 
Pass next Monday and on dates yet 
to be determined will come to Cole¬ 
man for two days, the recruiting 
to be done in the local Canadian 
Legion Club room.

| Peace And Gardening 

In this first year of peace it will be 
I good to get back and plan a garden. 
I After six years of world turmoil, of

Parsnips In Salad 
When apples were plentiful one of 
the favorite salads was the Waldorf 
salad since every one loves the flavor 
of apple, celery and nut combination 
but we can hardly expect to find it 
on the table today with its "equal 
portions of diced apples and celery.”

Result was that the 
good Scotsmen of the Royal Cale¬ 
donian Curling Club kicked through 
with 76 sets—handles and all. 

Brooms were the last straw. These 
were shipped from Canada. 

Six rinks are now going strong. 
Each brigade and division troops will 
be alloted one day a week on the 
rinks. Saturday and Sunday matches 
will be arranged through Lieut. H. S. 
Olafson of Hivertown, Sask., who 
heads the draw committee. 

According to lists now in the hands 
of Capt. L. G. Mowatt of Calgary, 
chairman of the committees, there are 
almost 400 people in CAOF interest¬ 
ed in curling. The greater percentage 
of these are other ranks. 

The two rinks which prove them¬ 
selves the best in the draw will have 
the opportunity of going to Scotland 
to play with the Royal Caledonian 
Curling Association at Edinburgh.

T. B. Questions and 
Answers 

Q. What causes a wheezing noise 
in the lungs? 

A. This is usually due to small 
particles of mucous which adhere 
to the trachea and broncial tubes. 
Sometimes it may be the result of 
other things causing partial ob¬ 
struction of the bronchus, such as 
bronchial tuberculosis. 

Q. At times my chest aches and 
feels as if a weight were pressing 
on it. Is it normal? 

A. No. Probably there is a reason 
for it. Tuberculosis at times causes 
such a sensation, as well as indiges¬ 
tion, nervousness, heart disease, 
other lung diseases, etc.

To Preserve Peace 

EVENTS OF THE PAST THIRTY YEARS have shown that passive 
measures are not effective in preserving the peace of the world. Disarma¬ 
ment agreements, non-aggression treaties and other measures of that 
nature proved worthless in preventing two world wars, and it is apparent 
that in the future this problem will be approached in quite a different 
manner. It is clearly recognized now that only can we hope for lasting 
peace and security if the peace-loving nations of the world are fully geared 
for war and ready to take action at the first sign of international lawless¬ 
ness. It is to be hoped that this realistic attitude will be maintained and 
that present plans for collective security will be successfully carried out. 
It is important that serious thought be given to these matters now before 
there is time for any feeling of apathy to develop in regard to them. 

It is evident that should there be another war, Can- 
Canada Will ada does not intend to be as unprepared as she was 
Be Prenaredl in 1914, and again in 1939 ' 0n both these occasions 

much valuable time was lost in organizing the armed 
forces and industry for war. It is entirely safe to say that no people in 
the world are more anxious for permanent peace than are Canadians, but 
they also realize that should there be another war, the price of unprepared¬ 
ness would without doubt be much higher than it has ever been before. 
All the implications of the effect which the discovery of the atomic bomb 
may have upon warfare in the future are not yet fully known, but there 
is no doubt but that if another war should come, time would be a much 
more important factor than it has ever been before. 

At the present time, modern weapons and 
equipment are considered to be perhaps the 
most important needs in warfare. During 
the two world wars it was apparent thatj 
there was a constant race on both sides for the invention and production j 
of new weapons. When the atomic bomb was produced, the war ended, i 
Had it been discovered first by the enemy, history would now be taking a j 
different course. Recognizing the importance of all this, a department of 
Research and Development has been added to th Dominiqn Department of 
National Defense. The work of this department will be to discover and i 
develop the newest types of weapons for our armed forces, should they I 
be needed. A crown company, known as Canadian Arsenals Limited has 
also been organized. The function cf this company will be to (ffect the 
speedy coversion of industry to a wartime basis. It is not pleasant to 
contemplate the possibility of another war, or to prepare for it, but such 
preparedness may be the surest way of preserving peace and preventing 
further aggression.

Q.—We live on a farm and slaugh¬ 
ter meat for our own use. Are we 
supposed to turn in our meat coupons 
even though we do not need them for 
the purchase of meat? 

A.—Farmers are required to turn 
in meat coupons to the local ration 
board in their district to Cover the 
meat consumed by them, even though 
the meat has been slaughtered by 
themselves. 

Q.—How m&ny days may a patient 
be in a hospital before he surrenders 
ration coupons? 

A.—After a patient has been in a 
hospital for two weeks' continuous 
residence he must have his ration 
book available for the use of the hos¬ 
pital.
